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The Invalids’ Walk of Bournemouth is justly famous 
for its beautiful pines, which in at least one part fairly roof 
the pedestrian. Sheltered there from the sea and com¬ 
fortably seated, the invalid feels himself a convalescent 
who will soon be well. The church is St. Andrew’s Pres¬ 
byterian Church in Exeter Road. 
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
